Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: With regard to daim 58, the Gannett reference is an analog 
reference. Also, the scrambling and descrambling does not perfonm the same inverting and scrambling as described in 
independent claim 54. This daim remains as unresolved between applicant and examiner. All other daims were 
discussed for the same reason, particularly, selective inversion and selective scrambling of the bits. Applicant agreed 
that "selectively" made the claim ambiguous and agreed to amend the claims accordingly. Applicant was invited to 
submit a formal request for reconsideration.
